which Flock and Family of God, IT have met with much of the 
love and kindneſs of God, and the Lordiis pleaſed to honour 
the Aſſemblies of his Saints with his inward ſpiritual preſence. 
And the Lord by his Spiritual Teachings in his people puts fleſb 


(in them) to ſilence, that the Spirit of Chriſt may ſpeak inthe 


Charches, and that the true Spiritual Chriſtians may (erve God 


the Father in newneſs of the ſpirit, that being dead wherein © 


they were held, Rom. 7.5, 6. At which ſome old formal pro- 
feſſors ſeems to be offended, which was one cauſe of my writ ing 
this little enſuing Treatiſe, as a means to remove that ſtum- 
bling-block or pretended ground of an offence, viz, The meet- 
ing of the People of God, to wait upon God, and ſit together in 
outward ſilence, until the Lord move upon the hearts and ſouls 
of any, 'that are at his own diſpoſings, to ſp2ak, unto others 


according to the motions and direfions of the Spirit of the 


Lord; Becauſe 1 have proved (as at Tewxbury it was requi» 
red) and that hy thz Scriptures, How that Silence in Meet- 
ings became the People of God in the dayes of old, until the 
Lord ſpoke to his ſervant, to (peak as from the mouth of the 


Lord to the people, Ezck. 3. 14, 15, 16, 17. and as hereafter |

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The Spirit of God ſpeaking in the Temple of God, &c. 


He Lord God Almighty, who is abſolute in him- 

ſelf, and hath the Right of Teaching and Ruling 

by his Spirit, in the hearts and fouls of men he 1s 
performing his promiſes concerning the new Covenant, 
that is to ſay, 1 will put my Laws into their minds, and 
rite them in their hearts, and Twill be to thens a God, and 
they ſhall be my people 5 And they ſhall not teach every man 
his broth d every man his neighbour , ſaying know the 
Lord, for all ſhall know me from the leaſt to the greateſt, ac- 
mg to Heb.8. 8, 9, 10, 11. whereby it is evident 
it is the work and Act of God ia his own Right 
nd Authority by vertne of the Eternal power-and 
god-head, upon the pertormances of his promiſes as 


- aforeſaid; Firſt to put his Laws into the minds of 


men. Secondly, to write his Laws in the hearts of mea, 
that they may know them, and be in ſubjection to the 
Lord, who hath right to command them, and alſo pu- 
niſh them for their contempt or neglect of performing 
their obedience as a manifeſtation of their ſubjetion 
to his Authority, who ought to be obeyed in all things 
he requires, becauſe his Commands are Juſt and Righ- 
teous, amd the Right of his Authority is undoubtedly 
true and unqueſtionable by any; therefore he ought 
to be obeyed by all that know his Commands and Re- 
quiriags, for which End he hath written his Holy Spt- 
ritual Laws in their hearts, and they are the people of 
God that are in Covenant with God, and truly obedi= 
ent and ſubject to the inward Spiritual Laws and Pow- 
er of God written and made manifeſt in their hearts 
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(4) 
and inward parts by the Holy Spirit of God, and they 
that are ſubject to the Spiritual Laws and Power of 
God, they are led by the Spirit of God, and are there- 
fore declared the Children of God, Rom. 8. 14, 15, 16. 
And becauſe they are led by the Spirit of God, Gal. 5. 
18. And do walk in the Spirit, Gal. 5. 16. They do de- 
ny the works of the fleſh, Gal. Je 19, 20,21, And be- 
cauſe the People of God are led by and do walk in the 
Way of the Spirit of God, they have acceſſe unto God, 
Fph. 2. 18, 19, 20, 91,22. And do appear in and bring 
forth the Fruits of the Spirit of God by which they are 
led, Gal.5.22, 23. And ſuch do crucifie the fleſh with 
the affections and luſts, and they that have crucified 
the fleſh with affeCtions and luſis, they have put on the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Gal. 5. 24. and do live in the Spirit, 
and walk in the Spirit,Gal.5.25. and they are not there- 
fore deſirous of vain glory, nor of provoking and en- 
vy ing one another, Gal.5 25. But they that are taught 
of God, and are led by the Spirit of God, and are there- 
fore the beloved Peopleof God,they are provoked and 
envied by them that are deſirous of vain glory; for 
they that are after the flelt; do mind the rhings of the 
fleſh,but they thatareafter theSpirit do mind the things 
of the Spirit, Kom.8. 5. And the fleſhly birth ever did 
and ſtill doth oppoſe and perſecute the Spiritual Birth, 
Gal. 4. 19,20. They that are unacquainted with the 
Spiritual Teachings of God,and are unacquainted with 
the Way and Work of the Spirit of God, are very apt 
to ſpeak evil of the Spiritual Way and People of God, 
who Walk and Act by the Rule of the New Creature, 
which 1s the Holy Spirit of God given to them accord- 
ing to the Will of God, Gal. 4.6. And as the Lord is 
the Teacher of his People by his Spirit, he teacheth 
them to wait upon him in filence from the fleſhly Birth, 
p-* and

and to let the Spirit of God beak unto them that wait 
upon God that they may ſpeak unto others on the be- 
half of the Lord, as the Spirit giveth utterance; For 
holy men of God in rhe dayes of old ſpake as they were 
moved by the holy Ghoſt, and when the holy Ghoſt 
did not move in them to ſpeak, they fate together in 
ſilence, and were not haſty to utter a word before the 
Lord, but waited to receive the Word from the Lord, 
and becauſe they ſtood in the Counſel of God, they 
were profitable to the People of God. 

1. That holy men of God ſpakeasthey were moved 
by the holy Ghoſt 1s true and proved by the Scripture, 
2 Pet, 1. 21. but had they been here now, and done 
ſo, ſoine would be ready to mock them, and ſay they 
will not ſpeak but lit filent until the Spirit move them; 
But take heed whoever thou art of making a mock and 
icoff at the Way and Work of the holy Spirit of God, 
leaſt in making a ſcoffat the holy Ghoſt thou become 
guilty of [inning that {in againſt the holy Ghoſt, which 
1s not to be forgiven, neither in this world nor that 
which 1s to come, 2 Pet. 3. 34. Jude 17. 18, 19. Mat. 
12. 32: 

2. That ſilence in the meetings became them 1n the 
dayes of old, until the Lord ſpoke to his Servant to 
ſpeak as from the mouth of the Lord to rhe people 
which he was ſent unto by the Command of the Lord 
is apparent and evident by the Scripture, Ezek. 3. I4. 
15,16, 17. For firſt the Lord commanded the Prophet 
Ezekiel to go to the people at Telabib that dwelt by the 
River of Chebar, Therefore he was ſent of the Lord un- 
tothem, and did not run before he was ſent, whereb 
it is evident that he was the true Me{lenger of God. 
SecofWly, The Prophet Fzckiel went unto them in o- 
b2dience to the command of the Lord, as a manifeſta-

tion of his ſubjection to the = TY who had a 
Right to ſend him unto them, Thirdly, When the 
Prophet came there, he ſate where they fat#@ and re- 
mained there amongſt them ſeven dayes, (in filence, 
or) before the Word of the Lord came unto him. And 
Fourthly, At the end of ſeven dayes the Word of the 
Lord came unto him ſaying, Son of man I have made 
thee a Watchman unto the houſe of 7ſrae/, therefore 
hear the Word from my mouth, and give them warning 
from me ; Whereby it is evident, That if the Meſſen- 
ger of God do lit in ſilence with the people until he re- 
ceive the Word from the Lord to | es It unto them 
as from the mouth of the Lord, it is not without ſcrip- 
ture example. 

But the falſe Prophets they refuſed to ſtand in the 
Counſel of the Lord, to hear the words from the Lord 
to ſpeak them unto the people, that they might have 
been profitable unto them, in turning of them trom the 
evil of their wayes and of their doings, yet they could 
propheſie and ſpeak their own words rather then be 
filect therefrom, and wait upon God to receive the 
words from him ; Yea rather then they would be t- 
lent from their own wills, and ceaſe from their own 
words, they would propheſie lyes and the deceit of 
their own hearts, ſee Jer. 23. 24, 25, 26, 27. and rather 
then they would be ſilent and wait for the Teachings 
of God, they would play the part of Thieves, and ſteal 
the words from their neighbours; but the Lord was 
and is againſt ſuch, and they ſhall not profit the peo- 
ple atall faith the Lord, Jer. 23. 3o, 31, 32. 

Whereby it is Evident, That they who pretend a 
* ngr.q Office amongſt the people, and ſay they are 
ſent of the Lord, if they do not ceaſe from the deceipt 

.of their own hearts and wayes, in filence fron their 
own 


own wills and imaginations, and ſtand in the Counſel 
of God to perceive and hear his words from the Spiri« 
tual Mouth of the Lord, they ſhall not profit the peo- 
pleat all, nor turn them from the evil of their wayes 
and doings, Jer. 23. 17, 18, 19, &c. And the Lord hath 
commanded the people not to hearken to the words 
of them who ſpeak a viſion of their own hearts, and 
not from the Spirit or Mouth of the Lord; And it is 
the duty of the people to be obedient to the Command 
ef the Lord, and not hearken to them for Teaching 
that are not taught to wait upon God, to hear and 
ſpeak from the Spirit or Mouth of the Lord, Jerem. 
23. 16. 

The true Prophets or Meſſengers of God ſent by 
the Command of the Lord, ſtood in the Counſel of 
God, and rather chuſed to fit with the people in 11. 
lence, until he received the Word from the Mouth or 
Spirit of the Lord, then to be haſty to utter a Word 
before the Lord 3 but the Falſe Prophets who ran but 
never were ſent of the Lord, rather then they would 
wait in the Counſel of God to have fleſh kept ſilent, 
and wait for the Teachings of God, to receive the 
Word from the Lord, they would be fpeaking lyes,and 
ſteal the words from others, or ſpeak a viſion of their 
own hearts and the deceit thereof, though it was un- 
profitable to the people, but the Lord was and is a- 
gain(t ſuch, and requires the people that they hearken 
not to them, Jer. 23.11,12,13, 14,15,16- 

3. Thatas inthe old Covenant or dayes of old ho-» 
ly men of God ſpoke as theywere moved by the holy 
Ghoſt, 2 Pet. 21. and ſo received the words from the 
Mouth or Spirit of the Lord to ſpeak unto others. So 
likewiſe in the new Covenant the Miniſters of Chriſt 


they ſpake as the Spirit gave them utterance, AGs ; 4;

And learned to be filent from ſelf, that the Spirit of 
the Father might ſpeak in them and through them, for 
ſaid Chriſt [t is not you that ſpeak, but the Spirit of 
the Father that ſpeaketh in you, At. 10. 20. Luk. 21, 
14, 15. And who hath diretted the Spirit of the Lord, 
or being his Counſellour hat!: taught him, with whom 
took he Counſel, and who inſtructed him? Ta. 42. 13, 
i4- And who art thou that would do it, or be oftend- 
ed at the way and work of his Spirit. The Minilters 
of Chriſt in the diſpenſation of the Goſpel which is the 
Miniſtration of the Spirit, 2 Cor.4. 8, &c. They were 
ſo taught to deny themſelves, that they confeſſed they 
were not ſufficient of themſelves to think any thing as 
of themſelves, but their ſufficiency was of God (and 
ſo is ours) who made them ( as he doth us and others) 
able Miniſters of the New Teftament, not of the let- 
. ter but of the Spiritz For if the miniſtration of con- 
demnation be Glory, much more doth the miniſtrati- 
on of Righteouſneſs exceed in Glory ; but we all with 
open face beholding, as in a glaſſe, the Glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the ſame Image, from Glory 
to Glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord, according 
to that of the Apoſtle to the Corinthians, 2 Cor. 3+ 1, 2,

And being Taught of God we are at the diſpoſings 
of God, andit is our duty to wait upon God, to Wor- 


ſhip the Father in Spirit and Truth, becauſe the Father” | 


ſeeketh and requireth ſuch to worſhip him, Joh 6. 45, 
46. as are ſought and taught of him, John 4. 23, 24.Joh\, 
6.45. And asevery man hath received the gift, even 
ſo miniſter the ſame one to another as good Stewards 
of the manifold grace of God, 1 Pet. 4. 10. whereby 
It 1s evident that Preaching is a gift of God ; And it 1s 
as evident by the S:ripture that every one may Preach 
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T or fpeak on the behalf o God, who have Teceived 
- that gift of God 3 And they that have it not given of 
God are not required unto it bythe Lord, neither are 
ſuch to do it as are forbidden by the Lord, P/alm 50. 
16,17,19, ec. | 

If any man ſpeak, let him ſpeak as the Oracles of 
Cod; if any man miniſter, let him do it as of the abi- 
lity which God giveth, that God in all things may be 
glorified through * ne Chriſt, x Pet. 4. 11. And as 
preaching or miniſtring on the behalf of God is a gift 
Received of God, ſo the Minifters of God are to Mi- 
niſter as of the ability given and received of the Lord 
as aforeſaid, that is by a Spiritual Power to reach the 
witneſle of God, and to the refreſhment and comfort 
of the People of God; For we are unto God a ſweet 
ſavour of Chriſt in them that are ſaved and in them 
that periſh, to the one wearea ſavour of death unto 
death, and to the other a ſavour of life unto life, as 
it is written, 2 Core2. 15, 16. And who is ſufficient for 
theſe things? For we are not as many which corrupt 
the Word of God, but as of ſincerity, but as of God, 
in the ſight of God ſpeak we in Chriſt, 2 Cor.

Seeing that ſuch as have an earto hear are enjoyned 
and required by the Lord in the diſpenſation of the 
Goſpel, to hear what the ſpirit ſaith unto the Church- 
es. It isapparent and eyident by the Scriptures, that 
the Spirit of God is of Counſel with the Charch of 
God, and hath a Right of Teaching in, and ſpeaking 
unto the Churches, and he is to be heard and obeyed 
in what he requireth. For as Fleſh is to be ſilent and 
hath no right to Teach or ſpeak in the Churches, It 
is the duty of all true Chriſtians to diſtinguiſh betwixt 
Fleſh and Spirit, that they may deny the Fleſh and 0-

Err and go aſtray from the wayes of God; and how 
ſhould they guide others out of Errour, who them» 
ſelves are ſubje&t unto and daily livein Errours do 
not they Err in Doctrine, Principle and Practiſe that 
forſake the ſpirit of God daily to Err and go aſtray 
from the wayes of God as aforeſaid? And though fleſh 
mult be filent, and not take upon it a Teaching Otfhce 
in the Church of Chriſt, yet the ſpirit of God may 
ſpeak in the Temple of God, For it hath a Teaching 
Office in the Temple of God, and a true Right to 
Teach and ſpeak in the new Covenaat and Goſpel- 
diſpenſation; And the bodies of men and women ſubs. 
jetted unto and guided by the Spirit of God are the 
Temple of God; Therefore the: ſpirit of God may 
ſpeak in and through them 3 And as the Lord is the 
Teacher of his People he may be the ſpeaker in them 
and through them, And they are his Vellells or Tem- 
ples for the holy Ghoſt to dwell 1a, and he may make 
uſe of them, and ſpeak in them and through them, 
according to his own good willand pleaſure; And 
the People of-God are at the diſpolings of God, whe- 
ther in ſpeech or in ſilence, and he is worthy to be 0- 
beyed and have the precminence, and the praiſes that 
is due to the glory of his grace.
